Riot police fired tear gas and 
broke up a crowd of about 700, 
including a lot of street urchins, 
who marched again in Saigon in 
violation of a curfew. 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky flew 
back to the capital after day­ 
long talks at the sealed-off Da 
Nang airbase with Maj. Gen. 
Nguyen Van Chuan intended to 
avert bloodshed between loyal 
and 
dissident troops. Chuan 
commands the 1st Corps area, 
the birthplace of current op­ 
position to Ky's military re­ 
gime. 
Chuan told newsmen there of 
arrangements 
to 
ease the 
crisis. Among other things, he 
said, he is sending away a bat­ 
talion he had called in to op­ 
pose 4,000 Vietnamese marines 
Ky flew to the Da Nang base, 
while government orders will 
confine the marines to that 
base. 
The call for the government to 
set up a National Assembly with­ 
in three months was voiced by 
Thich Tam Chau, chairman of 
Saigon’s Buddhist Institute, an 
address before an estimated 
15,000 persons in the institute's 
compound. He appealed to the 
people to join him in a “night 


of prayer" for the Vietnamese 
who have struck against Ky*s 
regime and criticized the UJS. 
government. 
Ky's plans call for creation of 
a new constitution this fall and 
election of an assemblyas ear­ 
ly as 1967 as war and conditions 
in the countryside permit. The 
Buddhist leader wants speedier 
action.

President Johnson took cogni­ 
zance of the election-year situa­ 
tion when he told a recent news 
conference he didn't think Con­ 
gress will substantially cut his 
budget, despite talk there of 
economy. 
“We will have a lot of speech­ 
es on it,” the President com­ 
mented. “ We will have a lot of 
talking. There will be a good 
many handouts. They will say 
he ought to cut the expendi­ 
tures, but you cut one of these 
veterans hospitals and see what 
a buzzsaw you run into.” 
The President was speaking 
against a background of many 
years as a member of Congress 
— first the House, then the Sen 
ate. 
Most of the bills involving 
huge amounts of money still 
await congressional action, and 
some of them almost certainly 
will be boosted beyond what the 
President requested. They fi­ 
nance programs dear to the 
hearts of most congressmen, 
including the school lunch and 
school milk programs, federal 
payments to school districts, 
expanded 
educational 
pro­ 
grams, and local public works 
projects. 
Johnson has proposed cuts in 
many of the spending programs, 
but Congress appears to be in 
no mood to go along.

previous plan. 
“Any 
initiative 
genuinely 
aimed at the preservation and 
strengthening 
of peace 
will 
meet a positive response and 
support on our part,” Kosygin 
said. 


“A new world war can be and 
must be prevented,” he told 
6,000 Soviet and foreign Com- 
munist delegates to the 
23rd 
congress of .the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party in the Kremlin. 
Kosygin said the international 
situation has a key influence on 
plans 
for 
Soviet 
economic 
growth. 


“We have said repeatedly and 
say again that we consider the 
arms race, which the imperial­ 
ist powers, notably the U£«A., 
have imposed upon mankind, as 
harmful and dangerous." 
Kosygin was quoted by both 
Tass and Moscow radio in iden­ 
tical terms. Non-Communist 
correspondents 
have 
been 
barred from the congress. 
The Soviet premier took a 
tough stand on Viet Nam, de­ 
nouncing the UjS. role there. 
“ The war in Viet Nam served 
as a new pretext for launching 
a new armaments drive in the 
United States,” he said. 
Kosygin reiterated that the 
Soviet Union is rendering and 
will render all necessary as­ 
sistance to Vietnamese commu­ 
nists. 
His 
economic talk, 
while 
stressing the need to increase 
the supply of consumer goods, 
also made it clear that the coun­ 
try was concentrating on sup­ 
plying its armed forces with the 
latest military hardware. 
Kosygin presented an econom­ 
ic plan that abandoned the am­ 
bitious goals of Khrushchev to 
surpass the UJS. economy by 
1970.

This old planet turns, sunlight creeps across 
its curved surface, and it is the dawn called 
Easter.

We give it in offering 
ourselves. Baptism, said the Apostle PAUL, 
was like being buried with CHRIST. And “like 
as CHRIST was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life.” 
As PAUL explained to the Romans, the clear 
implication is that if we crucify the selfish­ 
ness within ourselves “we shall also live with 
Him.” 
“ Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be 
dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through 
JESUS CHRIST our Lord.” 
Transgression or transfiguration? That was the 
choice which PAUL saw in the crucifixion and 
resurrection. “To be or not to be,” said 
Hamlet. When Easter is understood, death be­ 
comes but a mere symbol of given love—not 
an end to being and a beginning of frightening 
blankness.

iWHITHER BOTH SIDES OF IMPORTANT 
ISSUES? 
: It is time for every American to face a problem 
pe often encounters, but rarely does anything 
¿bout: the excessive influence in the news and 
Entertainment media of those who favor big 
government. 
: Americans want both sides of every ' issue 
presented, but all too often this is not done. 
: The lack of objectivity is found in the daily 
lare of news and comment shot through with 
pig government thinking with only an occasion­ 
al gleam of anything else. A way must be found 
io give the freedom side of the news at least 
hs much space and time as that received by 
big government. 
• An editorial, an opinion column, a commen­ 
tary or broadcast expressing a clearly stated 
point of view—all are healthy and desirable. 
P’or that reason, Americans have no objection 
\o any amount of open editorializing for big 
government, so long as the opposing view is 
presented. 
: Advocates of big government stress that his­ 
tory requires that we go along with them 
whether we like it or not. Most of the world, 
they point out, is committed to big govern­ 
ment in one form or another and “modern 
conditions” demand that we be so committed. 
Any other course is said to be a “going 
back.” We are smugly assured we can’t. 
Here is where news reporting in our press 
and on the airwaves becomes so important; it 
can damage the cause of freedom. 


Biased presentations do not say what the result 
of big government will be. As government grows 
in power, the power of the citizen is diminished: 
This is shown in the tendency of big government 
to pass more and more laws. Each “progres- 
, 
sive” law diminishes the freedom of the in­ 
dividual one way or another. Bigger government 
also requires larger sums of money, and as 
it grows, the taxpayer keeps less and less of 
earnings. Big government boils down to this: 
The citizen pays more and more for less and 
less. 
When we speak of the lack of objective re­ 
porting, many examples come to mind. 
In the late 1940’s, Americans read and heard 
that Red China’s Mao Tse-tung was the leader 
of democratic “Agrarian reformers.” This 
idea was peddled by the Institute of Pacific 
Relations which was cited by the Attorney 
General as a “subversive” organization. Amer­ 
ican news media parroted the phrase and the 
American people took it as the truth. Of course, 
nothing could have been further from the truth. 
Fidel Castro was pictured as a “George 
Washington” of Latin America by the news 
media of this country. Was this a lack of 
objectivity, or a lack of the energy necessary 
to ferret the truth? 
Medical care for the aged was given a big 
boost recently by a nationally televised “enter­ 
tainment” program which said such care would 
only cost 25£ a week. This was not only a 
biased presentation of view, it was inaccurate. 
The cost of such a program has been esti­ 
mated as 25£ a week per person. Never in the 
history of government has such a large pro­ 
gram stayed within the bounds of its esti­ 
mated cost; inevitably, such programs become 
progressively more expensive, and rarely do 
such “progressive” measures confine them­ 
selves to their original boundaries. Was there 
one line about the other viewpoint? About how 
socialized medicine in other countries has 
lowered the quality of medical care? About how 
• the program would likely reach out to cover 
everyone? There was not. This is a flagrant 
example of a responsible media failing to serve 
the public interest. Only one side was pre­ 
sented, and no pretense of objectivity was in­ 
tended. Such is the voice of the statist, of the 
advocate of big government. 
Every American is aware of some aspect of 
Dig government today, because it has become 
the primary influence on our life and thought— 
iespite our foundations of freedoms. Ironically, 
many Americans are unaware of the freedom 
point of view, or they dismiss it without trying 
to understand it. 
We need more voices for freedom in national 
news reporting and analysis today. They need 
not slant stories as do those who promote 
big government in every possible way. It is 
enough to tell the truth: That people can solve 
the majority of their own problems without the 
help of a costly bureaucracy. This truth, told 
often enough, will liberate us from big govern­ 
ment. 
Are there practical steps toward more ob­ 
jective reporting? 
A top priority task for lovers of freedom is 
to persuade a much greater number of promis­ 
ing young advocates of freedom to enter jour­ 
nalism. In addition, objective newspapers, maga­ 
zines, news analysts, and reporters should be 
commended. 
Those trained only in the big government way 
of thinking know very well what they are 
looking for. They never fail to find “evidence” 
that men cannot uike care of themselves and 
live successfully without big government. As 
long as the great delusion of big government 
persists, we will have news built around this 
theme. But those trained in the freedom philo­ 
sophy know just as well what they must re veal— 
the exciting and inspiring stories of those who 
succeed on their own. 
The grand issue of our time is 
whether 
freedom of the individual should survive or 
be assimilated by the totalitarianism of our 
big government, or communism. We cannot 
guide our destiny with a helm composed of 
half truths and fabrications. 
We must demand all the facts. If we do not, 
we fail as citizens. We could also fail as a 
nation dedicated to truth and freedom.

“ In freight hauling, a great 
new system of super-rail roads 
is being shaped. . . Could a 
similar revolution be wrought 
in the passenger field?

Trains appear to be 
doing well as a prestige form 
of travel on long-haul 
scenic 
routes,

In his view, the way to 
provide the nation with the ulti­ 
mate in passenger train service 
is to place all carriers on an 
equal cost and tax basis and let 
them compete on fair and equal 
terms not only among them­ 
selves but with the private auto-' 
movile. This means the estab­ 
lishment of a system 
of ade­ 
quate user charges for com­ 
mercial 
carriers which use 
tax-built 
facilities. It means, 
also, the reining in of waste­ 
ful government spending pro­ 
grams for air, road and water 
facilities. 
Another 
require­ 
ment, as Mr. Sites sees 
it, 
is the sharp reduction or el­ 
imination or property taxation 
on railroads — in his words, 
“ If 
no property 
levies are 
applied to airports, highways or 
waterway improvements, how

to tax railways?”

i'uKT OF ENTRY FOR DEATH 
Three and a half years ago, 
President John F. Kennedy and 
his military advisers faced a 
difficult and dangerous prob­ 
lem. Missiles were being placed 
on launchers in Castro’s Cuba 
and aimed directly at United 
States cities. A direct military 
invasion of Cuba was ruled 
out. Another way had to be found 
to eliminate the threat. 
The answer was 
blockade. 
Cuba, an island nation, was 
surrounded by our navy. Rus­ 
sian ships bringing military 
supplies to Castro risked no 
armed confrontation. There was 
no nuclear war. In the end, 
though not as much use was 
made of our advantage as many 
hoped, it is claimed the mis­ 
siles were disassembled and 
are no longer aimed at our 
cities. 
In the face of this recent and 
vivid experience, it is simply 


absurd for people still to talk 
of simple naval blockade as an 
action likely to trigger nuclear 
world war. Far from that, the 
Cuban crisis and its solution 
showed that blocade is the eas­ 
iest and cheapest means for 
isolating one from another and 
bringing the weaker to terms. 
Furthermore, it is completely 
bloodless. 
Yet in spite of all this, there 
is vehement resistance in many 
quarters to the suggestion that 
we blockade North Viet Nam to 
help bring an end to the war 
there. The suggestion has been 
made by Former Chief of Naval 
Operations 
Admiral Arleigh 
Burke and many other outstand­ 
ing military leaders. Haiphong, 
near Hanoi, has become a port 
of entry for death to our own 
soldiers. It is incredible that 
we should permit this, when that 
port could be closed without 
shedding a drop of blood. HLH

WASHINGTON AP -- Can you 
use asparagus scissors? Eat 
an artichoke? Peel an orange 
‘with knife and fork? Do you 
realize “lady” is a poor word 
choice? 
In Washington, you know, or 
you’re out. 
Some have dubbed this a jun­ 
gle of gentility and knowing the 
game called protocol is vital to 
survival. 
A priestess of protocol is Mrs. 
Gladstone Williams, a petite, 
dark-haired, 
English-born 
hostess listed in Who’s Who 
and the Green Book, Washing­ 
ton’s selective social list. 
Concerned over the dilemma 
of unknowing newcomers, Mrs. 
Williams started a “ prestige 
course in social protocol” four 
years ago at Southeastern Uni­ 
versity, two blocks west of the 
White House. 
Several hundred diplomats and 
wives from 45 countries and 
50 states since have completed 
one of her eight-week courses. 
TTie names are secret. Mrs. 
Williams says, “We don’t like 
to embarrass our students. 
“ There are rules for every 
phase of diplomatic life. Rules 
tell you how to eat, what to eat, 
how to leave calling cards, what 
to talk about, and how to visit 
the White House. 
“ The protocol rules are 150 
years old. Some are archaic. 
But diplomats 
coming here 
from other countries expect to 
follow them, and do—with the 


White House setting the pace.” 
Students in her classes, which 
meet four hours one night a 
week, learn such things as; 
How to entertain with a full 
staff, how to use calling cards, 
reminder cards, table decor 
and settings, howto rank guests, 
serve wines, set up receiving 
lines, plan a wardrobe, fashion 
taboos, how to offer a toast, 
how to tip at the theater and 
“ wrong words.” 
These Include words like lady 
--use woman; drapes -- use 
draperies; formal — use eve­ 
ning gown; and tux—don’t use it 
at all. 
Mrs. Williams generalizes: 
On peeling an orange with 
knife and fork: “If you’ll notice, 
the Americans at the table bare­ 
ly tackle it.” 
On attending a reception; ‘ Put 
antiperspirant on your hands 
before the party.” 
On fried chicken and steak: 
“ Never serve at a formal din­ 
ner.” 
If in doubt about any protocol 
problem, 
Mrs. Williams says 
“ a smile in your eyes can get 
you by. If you look worried, it 
looks as if you don’t know what 
you’re doing. Act confident. 
“ If you worry too much about 
whether to do a thing — if you 
find yourself risking ‘Should 1?» 
—then don’t do it at all. 
“A general rule of thumb is 
to do anything to make people 
feel at ease.”

WASHINGTON -- There was 
a lot of untold drama behind 
that recent confrontation be­ 
tween 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
Goldberg and an unruly au­ 
dience at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. Some people wondered 
how the U.S. ambassador to 
the 
United Nations, a very 
sedate and skilled lawyer, hap­ 
pened to get involved in such 
an anti-administration atmo­ 
sphere. 
Here is the inside story of 
what happened. 
Some weeks ago, President 
Clark Kerr of the University 
of California came to see Gold­ 
berg at the U.S. mission to the 
United Nations in New York, 
asked him to come out to speak 
at the University’s Charter Day 
ceremony, March 24, and re­ 
ceive an honorary degree. 
Goldberg considers Kerr one 
of the outstanding educators of 
the nation, has always been 
grateful to him for serving on 
the advisory committee on la­ 
bor and 
management policy 
when Goldberg was Secretary 
of Labor. 
Kerr 
warned 
Ambassador 
Goldberg that all would not be 
wine and roses when he ap­ 
peared at the University; that 
the school had plenty of Viet 
Nam 
dissenters and shortly 
thereafter, the ambassador got 
a telephone call from his son 
in California, warning that the 
entire campus appeared to be 
conspiring against the elder 
Goldberg. “ Fm not telling you. 
what you should do, Dad,” said- 
Robert Goldberg, “but Fm just 
warning you what you’re going 
to get into.” 
Simultaneously, Goldberg re­ 
ceived an invitation from a 
“ faculty committee for peace” 
at Berkeley, inviting him to at­ 
tend a conference and answer 
questions. Goldberg has always 
been a strong believer in the 
right of dissent, had written 
several Supreme Court opinions 
championing the right to dis­ 
agree. He accepted. 
On his arrival at Berkeley, 
the ambassador was greeted 
by an unruly crowd carrying 
signs reading, “ Goldberg go 
home,” “down with war,” “ban 
wars,” “exit from Viet Nam.” 
LEFT OF THE CHINESE 
It developed that a lot of the 
agitators were not students at 
the University but hangers-on 
around the campus, who con­ 
verged to make Goldberg’s ap­ 
pearance as embarrassing as 
possible. Some of them, it was 
learned, were so far to the 
left that they consider the Rus­ 
sians “ static” and the Chinese 
somewhat to the right of cen­ 
ter. 
Before the ambassador re­ 
ceived his honorary degree it 
was learned that a part of the 
audience planned to walk out 
the minute the degree was con­ 
ferred, as a protest. Some fac­ 
ulty members suggested, there­ 
fore, that the order of the pro­ 
gram be rearranged, so that 
Goldberg spoke first and re­ 
ceived the degree last. 
“No,” said Goldberg. 
“The 
program is printed and we’re 
not going to bow to pressure.” 
Some faculty members also 
suggested that the ambassador 
decline to speak before the 
“ faculty committee for peace” 
unless the crowd was orderly 
when he received his honorary 
degree. 
“ No,” said Goldberg. “ I made 
a commitment to speak and 
no matter what happens I shall 
fulfill it.” 
The program continued as per 
schedule. 
A small fraction of the 11,- 
000 in the audience did walk 


out, but Goldberg proceeded 
with his address, and on the 
whole was well received. 
He made the point that al­ 
though 
the Vietnamese dis­ 
pute should be the problem of 
the United Nations, the UN was 
not yet ready to shoulder all 
of *its obligations; and, par­ 
ticularly, was unwilling to po­ 
lice the Viet Nam war. 
“In the case of Viet Nam, 
nothing would be more hearten­ 
ing and welcome than to have 
the International Community-- 
acting through the United Na­ 
tions — accept the responsi­ 
bility,” said Goldberg. 
“ But it would be unrealistic 
not to recognize that the mem­ 
bership of the United Nations 
is not yet prepared to accept 
this responsibility.” 
The faculty for peace commit­ 
tee turned out to be anything 
but that. It was packed with 
students, demonstrators, cam­ 
pus 
hangers-on. They gave 
Goldberg one of the toughest 
grillings he has ever exper­ 
ienced, but he stood up well, 
answered their questions, and 
on the whole came out on top. 
HEADLINES AND FOOTNOTES 
The public trial of 
Fidel 
Castro’s former comrades who 
plotted to assassinate him didn’t 
tell the whole story. Actually, 
three plots have been uncov­ 
ered against Castro's life. Ap­ 
parently Castro decided to pub­ 
licize only one as an object 
lesson, didn’t want the public 
to know about the others 
the 
American embassy, fearful that 
Communist rioters might ran­ 
sack the place, burned all con­ 
fidential documents during the 
early turmoil in Indonesia. . . 
Sen. Ed Muskle, D-Me., is con­ 
cerned 
over the fact that 
Maine’s 2,600 miles of beautiful 
shoreline has now been taken 
up by private homes and real 
estate developers to the point 
that only 34 miles of shoreline 
are still available to the pub­ 
lic. Sen. Muskie will urge more 
public parks for Maine. . .State 
Senator Robert Casey, running 
for governor of Pennsylvania 
in the Democratic primary, fi­ 
nally attended a labor meeting 
in Pittsburg--held by COPE. 
Previously he had ducked the 
United Steel Workers. How­ 
ever, h£ told COPE he would 
have to speak first, ahead of the 
other candidates, and wouldn’t 
answer any questions. Milton 
Shapp, the other Democratic 
candidate for governor, spoke 
last and said he would stay 
all night to answer questions. 
NEW CIVIL RIGHTS BATTLE 
The Justice Department gave 
a curtain raiser on President 
Johnson’s new civil rights bill 
to a closed-door session of 
civil rights leaders last week. 
Their reaction was sour. 
Members of the “Leadership 
Conference,” consisting of rep­ 
resentatives of the NAACP, 
AFL-CIO, CORE, The Urban 
League, the National Council 
of Churches and others, met in 
the office of Ramsay Clark, 
deputy attorney general, where 
he read them the main provi­ 
sions of the proposed law. 
Chief opposition came to the 
proposed new system of select­ 
ing southern juries which in the 
past have acquitted white de­ 
fendants accused of murdering 
civil rights leaders to the point 
that the Justice Department has 
recognized the impracticability 
of getting a conviction in this 
type of case in the South. 
The new law proposed by the 
Justice Department would re­ 
quire juries to be selected from 
registered voters. This brought 
an im mediate objection from the 
civil rights leaders that it was 


identical with the Mississippi 
law passed in 1890 requiring 
that juries be picked from vot­ 
ers, after which Mississippi 
prevented Negroes from voting. 
Countering civil rights objec­ 
tions, Clark explained that he 
had considered the idea of se­ 
lecting jury panels from citi­ 
zens above the age of 21, but 
it was too expensive. 
“ We had the Census Bureau- 
come in here,” Clark said, 
“ and they told us it would cost 
too much. We wanted to get a 
list of everyone above 21 from 
which to pick the jurors, but 
it was too expensive.” 
“ How much would it cost?” 
someone asked. 
Iclisl.' 
The deputy attorney gefterkL 
wasn’t quite sure, but he re-' 
marked, “ We are spending $13 
billion hi Viet Nam, and we have 
to hold down the budget.” 


He further remarked that there 
was something important about 
having people serve on juries 
who had enough interest to get 
down and register to vote. 
William Higgs of the Missis­ 
sippi 
Freedom 
Democratic 
Party remarked that it was not 
easy for a cotton picker to leave 
a plantation, thereby risking his 
job, and go down to the court­ 
house to register with sheriffs 
like Lawrence Rainey of Phil­ 
adelphia, Miss., indicted in the 
murder of three civil rights 
workers, standing around. 
DRASTIC HOUSING CLAUSE 
Civil rights leaders also noted 
that there was nothing in the 
new legislation to provide for 
the removal of civil rights cases 
from state to federal courts; 
that the bill contained nothing to 
provide for the removal of law 
enforcement officers who had 
maimed or killed civil rights 
workers. 


Finally they objected to the fact 
that there was nothing in the 
bill to provide for an indem­ 
nification 
board to pay the 
widows and families of mur­ 
dered victims. 
On the other hand, the bill con­ 
tained such strong housing pro­ 
visions for integration that civil 
rights leaders objected. They 
predicted that this would arouse 
opposition from the real estate 
lobby and jeopardize the entire 
civil rights bill. 
“ It seems to me you're lead­ 
ing us down the primrose path,” 
remarked Mrs. Cenoria John­ 
son of the Urban League. “I 
have a serious reservation re­ 
garding this provision.” 
She 
argued that 
Congress 
would certainl) defeat it. 
“ Once Congress knocked out 
this 
provision,” 
protested 
Higgs, “ it would be a blank 
check to every state in the 
union to cite the action of Con­ 
gress for defeating state hous­ 
ing laws for desegregation.” 
Clark 
remarked that there 
might be some truth in their 
contention. When civil rights 
leaders asked him why, instead 
of passing a law, the Presi­ 
dent didn’t go ahead with an 
executive 
order to enforce 
housing integration 
in those 
types of housing where he had 
authority, Clark gave a flat no. 
“ He does not intend to do that,” 
said the deputy attorney gen­ 
eral. 
At the end of the session Mrs. 
Johnson 
asked for 
another 
meeting as soon as the bill was 
Introduced. 
Clark 
replied, 
“ Maybe.” He indicated that he 
would be willing to meet with 
“ just some of the group.” This 
was interpreted as meaning that 
some of the leadership con­ 
ference had been too argumenr 
tative.

“ The University of Missouri 
can make progress under the 
executive budget by increas­ 
ing staff, research and salary 
levels,” Chancellor John W. 
Schwada said last week, short­ 
ly after the House of Repre­ 
sentatives approved the Gov­ 
ernor’ s budget recommenda­ 
tions virtually intact. 
But as Schwada, who Is chan­ 
cellor of the University’ s Co­ 
lumbia campus, pointed out, the 
considerations of a budget or 
one year of operation does not 
tell the entire story. 
The University, and higher 
education, is a major industry 
in the state of Missouri. Its 


primary function Is to provide 
low-cost, higher education to 
Missouri’s high school gradu­ 
ates. 
But the range of University 
services to the state as a whole 
goes much farther than this, 
Schwada said. He andBusEnts- 
minger, the University’s alumni 
director, pointed first to the 
Extension division, which oper­ 
ates an office in every county 
to give professional advice on 
home, agricultural and business 
problems. 
In addition the Extension cen­ 
ters offer short courses in a 
wide range of fields to keep 
Missouri’s citizens abreast of 
new 
developments 
In 
many 
fields. More than 16,000 people 
attended 
on-campus 
short 
courses last year, and about 
3,400 were enrolled in sim ilar 
courses 
in 
c o m m u n i t i e s 
throughout the state. 
In addition to extension work, 
which affects the state’s citi­ 
zens directly, the University is 
regularly involved in research 
projects for state agencies such 
as the Commerce and Industrial 
Commission, the State Highway 
Department, the Department of 
Education and many others. 
Only recently, the political 
science department at the Uni­ 
versity’s Columbia campus was 
asked by Secretary of State 
Jam es C . Kirkpatrick to study 
the possible revision of Mis­ 
souri election laws.

With 
expanded enrollments 
breaking all estimates, the Uni­ 
versity’ s four campuses, in St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Rolla and 
Columbia, continue to outgrow 
classroom

Jam es Williams, House Chair­ 
man of the committee on higher 
education, pointed out that all 
of higher education is hampered 
by a shortage of facilities to 
meet rising enrollments.

Power Lawn 
Mowers Can 
Be Dangerous 


JEFFERSON CITY -* If your 
grass needs trimming, hold itl 
Before you go out and mow 
that lawn, warns the Office of 
Accident Prevention, Missou­ 
ri Division of Health, remem­ 
ber that every year an esti­ 
mated 80,000 Americans are 
injured, permanently maimed 
or killed in rotary lawn mower 
accidents. 
With the time here for sea­ 
sonal resumption of grass cut­ 
ting 
chores and for 23 mil­ 
lion U. S. power mowers to 
roar into use, special attention 
needs to be given to the pos­ 
sible hazards of power lawn 
mowers, according to the di­ 
vision’s accident prevention ex­ 
pert. 
The 
popularity 
of the 
power mower has transformed 
what used to be a relatively 
simply chore of cutting grass 
into one of the major accident 
problems in this country. 
An overwhelming majority of 
injuries related to power mower 
operation are caused by only 
two 
types 
of accidents; 1) 
objects being picked up and 
thrown by the blades, and 2) 
direct injury to hands and feet 
by blades. 
To help avoid these and oth­ 
er types of injuries, the Di­ 
vision of Health offers sugges­ 
tions for safe operation of pow­ 
er lawn equipment. 
1. Read and lie sure you un­ 
derstand the operating proce­ 
dure manual for your mower. 
2. Always keep your mower 
in 
top 
operating 
condition. 
Check 
it 
thoroughly before 
every useage. 
3. Fill fuel tank out-of-doors 
and away from any possible 
sources of fire. Never fill tank 
when engine and exhaust are hot. 
4. Stand 
away from mower 
when starting. Start only 
on 
level ground. Know how to stop 
the 
engine 
instantly 
in an 
emergency. 
5. Before 
mowing, 
inspect 
your yard and pick up stones, 
metal fragments, toys and oth­ 
er "hard” debris. 
6. If your mower is electric 
powered, be sure the machine 
is properly grounded, that the 
cord is not frayed or damaged. 
Avoid using the mower when 
grass is wet. 
7. If mower is self-propelled, 
keep in step with it. Don’t let 
it pull you along. 
8. Never walk in front of a 
grass 
discharge chute when 
mower is running. If possible, 
wear safety shoes and 
safety 
glasses. 
9. When mowing an incline, 
move along the 
face of the 
slope, never up and down. 
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10. Never take passengers 
on a riding mower. Keep pets, 
children and others away from 
the mowing area. 
11. Don’t leave mower unat­ 
tended if it is running. Never 
attempt to clear the blades or do 
any work on the mower until it 
is shut off and the spark wire 
or power cord is disconnected. 
Though the power mower add* 
greatly 
to the 
convenience 
of maintaining a lawn, it should 
be treated as a potentially dan­ 
gerous machine and care should 
be taken in its operation. Mower 
manufacturers have made con­ 
siderable effort to make their 
machines as safe as possible, 
conforming to the safety stan­ 
dard set by the American Stan» 
dards Association. A mower 
meeting this standard will dis­ 
play a triangular seal with the 
initials “ ASA” and the words 
"Conforms 
to Safety Stan­ 
dards.” The Division of Health 
suggests you look for this seal 
when purchasing a new mower. 
Be a safe mower operator 
this year. Proper caution will 
keep your mower helpful,never 
harmful.

More to Job As 
Executive Than Money

NEW YORK AP — 
Money 
still talks but up in the execu­ 
tive suites other things some­ 
times are more persuasive. 
Such things as more interest­ 
ing work, less cut-throat compe­ 
tition among fellow executives, 
freedom from overemphasis 
on memo writing, may mean 
more to a key man than an offer 
of higher pay if he is thinking of 
changing jobs. 
In 
an affluent society, with 
more big. salaried posts around 
than men with ability or reputa­ 
tion to command them, a lot of 
companies 
are reporting 
trouble these days in recruiting 
top or middle -level officials. 
Today, executive recruiters 
say, a prospect may turn down 
a job offering $25,000 more a 
year if he feels the other com­ 
pany would be less congenial to 
his tastes, the other industry 
less fitted to his talents, or ever 
another location less suited for 
his hobbies. 
The typical executive today is 
well-paid. He probably can fur­ 
nish most of the things his fam­ 
ily 
craves. 
Profit sharing, 
retirement and other benefits 
ease 
his present and future 
state. More money weighs less 
in his mind today than yester­ 
year when good jobs were hard 
to find. 
One big company is having 
trouble getting new men be­ 
cause of its reputation for or­ 
ganizational zeal. "It's report- 
happy," one man said in turning 
down an offer, "and I'd rather 
be judged on performance than 
on my literary skill." 
Thorndike Deland Associates, 
executive 
recruiters, reports 
one key vice president recently 
turned down a $100,000-a-year 
post to stay on his present 
$75,000 jobs. His reason: he had 


doubts about the other firm's 
image. 
Still another stuck to his $28,- 
000 post rather than take $40,- 
000 from a larger company. His 
reason: his firm promoted him 
to executive vice president with 
no pity boost and he could be a 
general executive there rather 
than a production specialist with 
the larger one. 
One of the biggest companies 
in its field is having trouble 
getting men, the recruiters say, 
because of its reputation 
of 
being overloaded with "young 
tigers" fiercely competing with 
each other. One executive who 
declined an offer said, "Why 
should I get into that rat race 
when I can make almost as 
much here and not get 
an 
ulcer?"

When I Was A Boy 


B.F. "Pappy" Blanton 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. "Pappy" Blanton, in 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, "Pappy" 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes. 
(Verbatim copy, with some questions and 
guesses as to missing words) 


Feb. 13, 1920 
When I was a boy hired hands, 
all kinds of mechanics, worked 
from early morning until nine 
o'clock at night, and had never 
heard of the word "strike." 
When a teacher was engaged 
to teach a school he 
never 
thought of quitting until he had 
taught out his term. How is it 
now? If you employ a union 
mechanic you do not know how 
long it will be until he strikes 
for more pay, if he fhils to get 
it he quits you cold. It has be­ 
come 
the 
same with 
many 
school teachers, many of them 
having quit their schools in the 
middle of the term in order 
to force you to raise their pay. 


In St. Louis some of the teach­ 
ers quit who were getting $2,- 
150 a year.What do you think 
of that? Teachers may not be 
getting as much pay as a hod 
carrier, neither do they put in 
more than half as many hours 
and only five days a week. Neith­ 
er would they do the hod car­ 
rier's work for three times 
his 
wages. Yes times have 
changed and so have people 
since I was a boy. 
When I was a boy people were 
more religious than people are 
now, at least it looks that way 
to me. Many families had pray­ 
ers in their homes every night 
before retiring, and all mem­ 
bers of the &mily were ex­ 


pected to t>e present ana kneel 
while the head of the fomlly in­ 
voked Divine Blessings and pro­ 
tection 
for his loved ones. 
Preachers 
in 
those 
days 
preached Christ and Him cruci­ 
fied at every meeting when they 
were 
not 
scoring the other 
. denominations and they usually 
talked for an hour and a half, 
and often for more than two 
solid hours. Now a sermon 
lasting more than thirty min­ 
utes bores the congregation and 
they become restless. And our 
modem preacher talks about al­ 
most everything under the sun 
except the old-fhshioned gospel, 
but they are so much the blame 
for doing so, as that appears to 
suit the average congregation 
better than anything else he 
could talk about. 
When I was a boy preachers 
and teachers received mighty 
little compensation for their 
work, almost nothing compared 
to what they receive now, when 
salaries of both preachers and 
teachers have been raised to a 
living wage. Of all the ministers 
in the land I think the Methodist 
and Catholic country ministers 


you consider the hard work and 
sacrifices they make to look aft- 
* er the spiritual welfere of their 
people. Yet they seem devoted 
to their work and hope for a bet­ 
ter reward in the next world, for 
they . certainly are 
not re­ 
ceiving much reward for their 
work in this vale of tears. But 
all ministers now have better 
pay and fewer hardships than 
they did when I was a boy. And 
yet there is room for improve­ 
ment all along the line. 
When I was a boy I had never 
seen or heard of an olive or ban­ 
ana, neither do I remember ever 
having made the acquaintance of 
an orange, and the popular grape 
fruit, that is popular with those 
who have cultivated taste, had 
never been heard of in central 
Missouri. But we never lacked 
for an abundance of apples, 
peaches, pears, plums, persim­ 
mons, pawpaws and many kinds 
of nuts. So if we did not have 
tropical fruit and had missed 
the pleasure of trying to culti­ 
vate a taste for olives and grape­ 
fruit, we were not sensible of 
having missed anything, for we 


goes to make life worth living. 
And now, after having been 
-"telling about eight months how 
things were when I was a boy, I 
am going to drop the subject for 
the fact is I have about run out 
of anything more to write. But 
say, the very best things that 
would cause hundreds to laugh, 
are not fit for publication. Too 
bad isn't it? And now as I am 
closing I want to thank the men 
and women of Monroe County for 
the interest and appreciation 
they have shown in these arti­ 
cles. And to the newspaper men 
all over Missouri who have 
copied my reminiscences I want 
to return 
my thanks for the 
compliment they paid me 
in 
copying my writings. But now, 
bidding all adieu for the present, 
I will step down and get ready 
for the "flu " as I feel very much 
like I am due for it.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
gruesome thing about the dem­ 
onstrators efforts in South Viet 
Nam to overthrow their govern­ 
ment in the midst of war is not 
only what happens now but 
what may lie ahead. 
The Associated Press report­ 
ed that in the demonstrations 
around the country against the 
military 
government 
of 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky much 
loss than 1 per cent of the popu­ 
lation 
has been directly in­ 
volved. 
Most of the other South Viet­ 
namese are indifferent to poli­ 
tics and just want to stay alive. 
But a hard core of experienced 
politicians 
and 
religious 
figures, Buddhists, are behind 
the agitation. 
In short, most of the Vietnam­ 
ese have little knowledge or ex­ 
perience in democratic govern­ 
ment. And the agitators don't 
seem to understand what stabil-’ 
ity of government in the midst 
of war means. 
They overturned the civilian 
rule of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, a dictator. Military offi­ 
cers who seized power later 
were thrown out. Now the agita­ 
tors are after Ky. They want a 
civilian government. 


But it could hardly be a 
truly 
representative govern­ 
ment since most of the country* 
side is in the hands of the Viet 
Cong. And President Johnson 
had shown confidence in Ky by 
meeting with him in Honolulu 
earlier this year. 
In the midst of it all there is 
a growing undertone of anti- 
Americanism in a land which 
Americans are dying to defend. 
If enough chaos develops, it is 
not Inconceivable that Ameri­ 
cans would be asked to leave. 
This not only would be one of 
the most shattering embarrass­ 
ments in American history but 
badly damage its influence in 
Asia and elsewhere. And worse 
than that would surely follow. 
Chaos and political conflict, 
particularly civil war among 
the South Vietnamese, would 
almost certainly wind up in a 
Communist takeover since even 
an organized South Vietnamese 
government, without American 
help, could not last. 
Ky shows signs of getting 
tough with his enemies. It would 
seem to be in the interest of the 
United 8tates to back him up. 
And Sunday night Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk optimistically 
said Ky*s downfall doesn't seem 
likely. 


Even if Ky does survive for 
the rest of the war, and if the 
UJ5. forces end it by crushing 
the Viet Cong or forcing them to 
ask for peace, this is not the end 
of the story. 
What happens after the war, 
whether it's Ky*s government or 
some civilian government in 
control? 
The South Vietnamese, most 
of them, have shown so much 
indifference to government, and 
the hard*core agitators have 
shown such distaste for one gov­ 
ernment after another, it's hard 
to see how any government can 
last long. 
What, then, does the United 
States do? Keep forces in South 
,Viet Nam after the war to be. 
sure it doesn't collapse into an­ 
archy, making it easy pickings 
for the Communists? 
Almost certainly it will have 
to keep some forces there and 
help the South Vietnamese eco­ 
nomically and in other ways. 
But by then, If they feel the 
Americans are no longer neces­ 
sary to fight the Viet Cong, the 
South Vietnamese, judging from 
some of the present Anti-Ameri­ 
can mood, may want the Ameri­ 
cans out. 
These people — held In bond­ 
age or subservience by the 
Chinese and French through 
most of their history — have 
had almost no preparation for 


running themselves on an even 
keel. 
As of now, trying to look into 
the future, it seems anything 
could happen in South Viet 
Nam, during or after the war. 
It's not a pleasant thought. But 
it's one that can't be Ignored.

WASHINGTON — James Ver­ 
non Taylor, a former mental 
hospital inmate with a long 
record of violence now charged 
with the brutal mutilation slay­ 
ing of his wife and three chB- 
<Jren, has been added to the 
FBI’s list of “ Ten Most Wanted 
F ucitives." 
On the night of Jan. 22 or 23, 
T a lor allegedly brutally beat 
;<] stabbed to death his 23- 
..'-old wife and also mur- 
ered his 18-month-old son and 
two daughters, aged five and 
three. The wife was stabbed 
numerous 
times, 
beaten vi­ 
ciously about the head and her 
throat was slashed. The vic­ 
tims were discovered on the 
morning of January 24, 1986, 
in their Baltimore, Maryland, 
apartment. 
Taylor was charged in Balti­ 
more with murder and when 
investigation indicated he had 
fled interstate,FBI assistance 
to locate him was 
requested. 
A 
Federal warrant charging 
him with unlawful interstate 
flight to avoid prosecution for 
murder w'as issued at Balti­ 
more on January 26, 1966. 
Taylor, who has a 25-year 
criminal record highlighted by 
crimes of violence, has been 
convicted for assault and rob­ 
bery, burglary, larceny, rob­ 
bery, disorderly conduct and 
discharging firearms. He has 
been confined to mental hos­ 
pitals on several occasions. 
He served in the Army be­ 
tween 
1941 and 1946, being 
court-martialed on several oc­ 
casions, once for reportedly 
refusing to draw arms for com­ 
bat duty. 
Taylor is a Negro American 
who was born at Baltimore, 
Maryland, 
on 
November 10, 
1922. He is 5' 10” tall, weighs 
163 pounds, has brown eyes, 
black hair, a medium build and 
a light complexion. He has a 
scar on his left elbow, scars 
on both legs, a scar on his left 
knee and an appendectomy scar. 
Tattooed on the upper part of 
his left arm are a heart, rib­ 
bon , 
arrow and the 
name 
“ Clarice.” Tattooed on his 
right forearm are a heart, a 
ribbon 
and the words “ True 
Love” and “ Teensy," 
Taylor has worked as a baker's 
helper, bellhop, bus boy, dish­ 
washer, 
doorman, 
gardener, 
hospital orderly, laborer and 
truck loader. He has been mar­ 
ried three times, his first two 
marriages ending in divorce. 
He reportedly enjoys watching 
westerns on television, has 
imitated cowboys, is an expert 
pistol shot, likes to read, drinks 
beer, reads palms and horo­ 
scopes, has used disguises and 
has allegedly dressed as a wom­ 
an. 
In view of the vicious nature 
of the crimes for which he is 
being sought, Taylor should be 
considered armed and extreme­ 
ly dangerous. 
Should any person have any 
information concerning him, he 
is requested to immediately 
notify the nearest office of the 
FBI, the telephone number of 
which may be found on the first 
page of local directories.

Machine guns opened up, then 
rifles. 
Mortars 
and

grenades exploded.

under a full scale attack. 
More than 100 V. C. 
hit 
the camp from three different 
directions. 
They were '■up- 
ported by mortars and rocket 
launchers (bazookas), as well 
as 
recoilless 
rifles. 
They 
feinted at the American sec­ 
tor, then struck full'force at the 
South Viet Namese Armour 
Unit, separated slightly from 
the rest of the compound, and 
consisting of only 200 men. 
Our artillery fired barrage 
after barrage of killing, higl 
explosives, and our maehim 
gunners kept up a constant 
stream of tracers spraying into 
the V. C. They were returning 
the fire, and the Heavens were 
criss crossed with fiery trails 
of death. 
A Viet Namese tank stopped 
in the road and swung it's 
gun around to fire point-blank 
into a charging group of V. C. 
The tube belched smoke, and 
the exploding shell sent the 
V. C. scattering. The tank stood 
still too long, and a recoilless 
rifle shell tore into it just 
under the turret. The explosion 
ripped the turret off, and caused 
the bottom to drop out of the 
tank. It looked like a can with 
a firecracker set off inside. 
A relief column of American 
armour arrived on the scene, 
and the Viet Cong force melted 
back into the trees. Hie firing 
continued throughout the rest 
of the night, but the V. C. had 
gone back on the defensive. 
The next morning, we made 
a perimeter check. There were 
seventy eight dead V. C. along­ 
side the road and in the fields. 
They were not the first dead 
men I had ever seen, but they 
were the first combat cas­ 
ualties. I noticed immediately 
that there were no clean wounds 
such as those 
suggested in 
movie war deaths. In fact, they 
all seemed to have multiple 
injuries, any of which could 
have caused their death. 
They weren't dressed in uni­ 
forms of any type; Not even the 
black pajamas you read about. 
They were all wearing ammuni­ 
tion pouches, carrying knives, 
rifles, and alarmingly, I saw 
several hand grenades which 
had not yet gone off: A job fo r. 
our explosive ordinance people.

“ We will have a lot of speech­ 
es on it ," the President com­ 
mented. “ We will have a lot of 
talking. There will be a good 
many handouts. They will say 
he ought to cut the expendi­ 
tures, but you cut one of these 
veterans hospitals and see what 
a buzzsaw you run into." 
The President was speaking 
against a background of many 
years as a member of Congress 
— first the House, then the Sen­ 
ate. 
Most of the bills involving 
huge amounts of money still 
await congressional action, and 
some of them alm ost certainly 
will be boosted beyond what the 
President requested. They fi­ 
nance program s dear to the 
hearts of most congressmen, 
including the school lunch and

IWHITHER BOTH SIDES OF IMPORTANT 
ISSUES? 
: It is time for every American to face a problem 
Jie often encounters, but rarely does anything 
ja.bout: the excessive influence in the news and 
Entertainment media of those who favor big 


Biased presentations do not say what the result 
of big government will be. As government grows 
in power, the power of the citizen is diminished: 
This is shown in the tendency of big government 
to pass more and more laws. Each “progres­ 
sive” law diminishes the freedom of the in­ 
dividual one way or another. Bigger government 
also requires larger sums of money, and as 
it grows, the taxpayer keeps less and less of 
earnings. Big government boils down to this: 
The citizen pays more and more for less and 
less. 
When we speak of the lack of objective re­ 
porting, many examples come to mind. 
In the late 1940’s, Americans read and heard 
that Red China’s Mao Tse-tung was the leader 
of democratic “Agrarian reformers.” This 
idea was peddled by the Institute of Pacific 
Relations which was cited by the Attorney 
General as a “ subversive” organization. Amer­ 
ican news media parroted the phrase and the 
American people took it as the truth. Of course, 
nothing could have been further from the truth. 
Fidel Castro was pictured as a “George 
Washington” of Latin America by the news 
media of this country. Was this a lack of 
objectivity, or a lack of the energy necessary 
to ferret the truth? 
Medical care for the aged was given a big 
boost recently by a nationally televised “enter­ 
tainment” program which said such care would 
only cost 25£ a week. This was not only a 
biased presentation of view, it was inaccurate. 
The cost of such a program has been esti­ 
mated as 25£ a week per person. Never in the 
history of government has such a large pro­ 
gram stayed within the bounds of its esti­ 
mated cost; inevitably, such programs become 
progressively more expensive, and rarely do 
such “progressive” measures confine them­ 
selves to their original boundaries. Was there 
one line about the other viewpoint? About how 
socialized medicine in other countries has 
lowered the quality of medical care? About how 
* the program would likely reach out to cover 
everyone? There was not. This is a flagrant 
example of a responsible media failing to serve 
the public interest. Only one side was pre­ 
sented, and no pretense of objectivity was in­ 
tended. Such is the voice of the statist, of the 
advocate of big government. 
Every American is aware of some aspect of 
Dig government today, because it has become 
:he primary influence on our life and thought— 
despite our foundations of freedoms. Ironically, 
many Americans are unaware of the freedom 
point of view, or they dismiss it without trying 
to understand it. 
We need more voices for freedom in national 
news reporting and analysis today. They need 
not slant stories as do those who promote 
big government in every possible way. It is 
enough to tell the truth: That people can solve 
the majority of their own problems without the 
help of a costly bureaucracy. This truth, told 
often enough, will liberate us from big govern­ 
ment. 
Are there practical steps toward more ob­ 
jective reporting? 
A top priority task for lovers of freedom is 
to persuade a much greater number of promis­ 
ing young advocates of freedom to enter jour­ 
nalism. In addition, objective newspapers, maga­ 
zines, news analysts, and reporters should be 
commended. 
Those trained only in the big government way 
of thinking know very well what they are 
looking for. They never fail to find “evidence” 
that men cannot ;ake care of themselves and 
live successfully without big government. As 
long as the great delusion of big government 
persists, we will have news built around this 
theme. But those trained in the freedom philo­ 
sophy know just as well what they must reveal— 
the exciting and inspiring stories of those who 
succeed on their own. 
The grand issue of our time is 
whether 
freedom of the individual should survive or 
be assimilated by the totalitarianism of our 
big government, or communism. We cannot 
guide our destiny with a helm composed of 
half truths and fabrications. 
We must demand all the facts. If we do not, 
we fail as citizens. We could also fail as a 
nation dedicated to truth and freedom.

taught the proper signals for 
tu rn s," declared Colonel Hock - 
aday. "They should be im­ 
pressed with the need for keep­ 
ing to the right-hand side of the 
road and riding single file if in a 
group. 


"A lso Important for the safe 
maneuvering of a bicycle is the 
need for it to be in good me­ 
chanical 
condition. 
Parents 
should see that worn parts are 
replaced as soon as detected. 
A mechanical failure on a bi­ 
cycle, like on an automobile, 
can cause a serious accident," 
he said. 
"Bicycle riders have the same 
active^ responsibility in traffic 
as m oftr vehicle drivers. Par­ 
ents can instill this feeling of 
responsibility in their children 
by instruction and example," 
the Colonel concluded.

When your doctor 
says, ‘Take an aspirin until I 
can get to see you,’ he knows he 
is entrusting your comfort to a 
tried and true lieutenant."

extensive use of this 
ubiquitous 
pain reliever was 
emphasized recently when The 
Bayer 
Company produced its 
100 billionth aspirin 
tablet. It 
was revealed then that Ameri­

A RAIL PASSENGER 
REVOLUTION IS POSSIBLE 


"In freight hauling, a 
great 
new system of super-railroads 
is being shaped. . . Could 
a 
sim ilar revolution be wrought 
in the passenger 
field? Well, 
why not! Trains appear to be 
doing well as a prestige form 
of travel on long-haul 
scenic 
routes, 
on 
many overnight 
sleeper runs and in high-speed* 
high - volume coach services. 
Yet it 
is only realistic 
to 
recognize 
that the rail pas­ 
senger 
revolution cannot and 
will not happen unless an end 
is put to government policy 
inequities." 
The words are those of James 
N. Sites of the Association 
of 
American Railroads. And he is 
specific 
about some of those 
progress - 
blocking 
inequi­ 
ties. 
In his view, the way to 
provide the nation with the ulti­ 
mate in passenger train service 
is to place all carriers on an 
equal cost and tax basis and let 
them compete on fair and equal 
terms not only among them­ 
selves but with the private auto-- 
movile. This means the estab­ 
lishment of a system 
of ade­ 
quate user charges for com­ 
mercial 
carriers 
which use 
tax-built 
facilities. It means, 
also, the reining in of waste­ 
ful government spending pro­ 
grams for air, road and water 
facilities. 
Another 
require­ 
ment, as Mr. Sites sees 
it, 
is the sharp reduction or el­ 
imination or property taxation 
on railroads — in his words, 
"If 
no property 
levies are 
applied to airports, highways or 
waterway 
improvements, how 
can equal 
competitive condi­ 
tions be achieved by continuing 
to tax railways?" 
Further, 
as he makes clear, 
"A top-to-bottom overhaul.." 
is 
underway 
among the rail­ 
roads which carry passengers. 
They are doing everything in 
their power to attract passen­ 
gers 
business on promising 
routes and to make riding 
a 
train a delight. 
All they ask 
is that government eliminate the 
policy 
inequities that under­ 
mine their 
ability to compete 
and to offer the traveler every 
possible [inducement.

Three and a half years ago, 
President John F. Kennedy and 
his military advisers faced a

Missiles were being placed 
on launchers in Castro’s Cuba 
and aimed directly at United 
States cities. A direct military 
invasion of Cuba was ruled 
out. Another way had to be found 
to eliminate the threat. 
The answer was 
blockade. 
Cuba, an island nation, was 
surrounded by our navy. Rus­ 
sian ships bringing military 
supplies to Castro risked nc 
armed confrontation. There was 
no nuclear war. In the end, 
though not as much use was 
made of our advantage as many 
hoped, it is claimed the m is­ 
siles were disassembled and 
are no longer aimed at our 
cities. 
In the face of this recent and 
vivid experience, it is simply 


absurd for people still to talk 
of simple naval blockade as an 
action likely to trigger nuclear 
world war. Far from that, the 
Cuban crisis and its solution 
showed that blocade is the eas­ 
iest and cheapest means for 
isolating one from another and 
bringing the weaker to term s. 
Furtherm ore, it is completely 
bloodless. 
Yet in spite of all this, there 
is vehement resistance in many 
quarters to the suggestion that 
we blockade North Viet Nam to 
help bring an end to the war 
there. The suggestion has been 
made by Form er Chief of Naval 
Operations 
Admiral 
Arleigh 
Burke and many other outstand­ 
ing military leaders. Haiphong, 
near Hanoi, has become a port 
of entry for death to our own 
soldiers. It is incredible that 
we should perm it this, when that 
port could be closed without 
shedding a drop of blood. HLH

WASHINGTON AP - - Can you 
use asparagus scissors? Eat 
an artichoke? Peel an orange 
with knife and fork? Do you 
realize "lady" is a poor word 
choice? 
In Washington, you know, or 
you’re out. 
Some have dubbed this a jun­ 
gle of gentility and knowing the 
game called protocol is vital to 
survival. 
A priestess of protocol is Mrs. 
Gladstone Williams, a petite, 
dark-haired, 
English-bom 
hostess listed in Who’s Who 
and the Green Book, Washing­ 
ton’s selective social list 
Concerned over the dilemma 
of unknowing newcomers, Mrs. 
Williams started a "prestige 
course in social protocol" four 
years ago at Southeastern Uni­ 
versity, two blocks west of the 
White House. 
Several hundred diplomats and 
wives from 45 countries and 
50 states since have completed 
one of her eight-week courses. 
The names are secret. Mrs. 
Williams says, "We don't like 
to em barrass our students. 
"T here are rules for every 
phase of diplomatic life. Rules 
tell you how to eat, what to eat, 
how to leave calling cards, what 
to talk about, and how to visit 
the White House. 
"The protocol rules are 150 
years old. Some are archaic. 
But diplomats 
coming here 
from other countries expect to 
follow them, and do--with the 


White House setting the pace." 
Students in her classes, which 
meet four hours one night a 
week, learn such things as; 
How to entertain with a full 
staff, how to use calling cards, 
rem inder cards, table decor 
and settings, how to rank guests, 
serve wines, set up receiving 
lines, plan a wardrobe, fashion 
taboos, how to offer a toast, 
how to tip at the theater and 
"wrong words." 
These include words like lady 
--use woman; drapes -- use 
draperies; formal -- use eve­ 
ning gown; and tux--don’t use it 
at all. 
Mrs. Williams generalizes: 
On peeling an orange with 
knife and fork; "If you’ll notice, 
the Americans at the table bare­ 
ly tackle it." 
On attending a reception: ‘ Put 
antiperspirant on your hands 
before the party." 
On fried chicken and steak: 
"N ever serve at a formal din­ 
n e r." 
If in doubt about any protocol 
problem, 
Mrs. Williams says 
" a smile in your eyes can get 
you by. If you look worried, it 
looks as if you don’t know what 
you’re doing. Act confident. 
"If you worry too much about 
whether to do a thing -- if you 
find yourself asking ‘Should I?’ 
--then don’t do it at all. 
"A general rule of thumb is 
to do anything to make people 
feel at ease."

WASHINGTON -- There was 
a lot of untold drama behind 
that recent confrontation be­ 
tween 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
Goldberg and an unruly au­ 
dience at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. Some people wondered 
how the U.S. am bassador to 
the 
United Nations, a very 
sedate and skilled lawyer, hap­ 
pened to get involved in such 
an anti-adm inistration atmo­ 
sphere. 
Here is the inside story of 
what happened. 
Some weeks ago, President 
Clark Kerr of the University 
of California came to see Gold­ 
berg at the U.S. m ission to the 
United Nations in New York, 
asked him to come out to speak 
at the University’s Charter Day 
ceremony, March 24, and re ­ 
ceive an honorary degree. 
Goldberg considers Kerr one 
of the outstanding educators of 
the nation, has always been 
grateful to him for serving on 
the advisory committee on la­ 
bor and 
management policy 
when Goldberg was Secretary 
of Labor. 
Kerr 
warned 
Ambassador 
Goldberg that all would not be 
wine and roses when he ap­ 
peared at the University; that 
the school had plenty of Viet 
Nam 
dissenters and shortly 
thereafter, the am bassador got 
a telephone call from his son 
in California, warning that the 
entire campus appeared to be 
conspiring against the elder 
Goldberg. “ Pm not telling you. 
what you should do, Dad," said- 
Robert Goldberg, "but Pm just 
warning you what you’re going 
to get into." 
Simultaneously, Goldberg re ­ 
ceived an invitation from a 
"faculty committee for peace" 
at Berkeley, inviting him to at­ 
tend a conference and answer 
questions. Goldberg has always 
been a strong believer in the 
right of dissent, had written 
several Supreme Court opinions 
championing the right to dis­ 
agree. He accepted. 
On his arrival at Berkeley, 
the ambassador was greeted 
by an unruly crowd carrying 
signs reading, "Goldberg go 
home," "down with w ar," "ban 
w ars," "exit from Viet Nam." 
LEFT OF THE CHINESE 
It developed that a lot of the 
agitators were not students at 
the University but hangers-on 
around the campus, who con­ 
verged to make Goldberg's ap­ 
pearance as em barrassing as 
possible. Some of them , it was 
learned, were so far to the 
left that they consider the Rus­ 
sians "static" and the Chinese 
somewhat to the right of cen­ 
ter. 
Before the am bassador 
re ­ 
ceived his honorary degree it 
was learned that a part of the 
audience planned to walk out 
the minute the degree was con­ 
ferred, as a protest. Some fac­ 
ulty members suggested, there­ 
fore, that the order of the pro­ 
gram be rearranged, so that 
Goldberg spoke first and re ­ 
ceived the degree last. 
"No," said Goldberg. 
"The 
program is printed and we’re 
not going to bow to p ressure." 
Some faculty m em bers also 
suggested that the am bassador 
decline to speak before the 
"faculty committee for peace" 
unless the crowd was orderly 
when he received his honorary' 
degree. 
"N o," said Goldberg. " I made 
a commitment to speak and 
no matter what happens I shall 
fulfill it." 
The program continued as per 
schedule. 
A small fraction of the 11,- 
000 in the audience did walk 


out, but Goldberg proceeded 
with his address, and on the 
whole was well received. 
He made the point that al­ 
though 
the Vietnamese dis­ 
pute should be the problem of 
the United Nations, the UN was 
not yet ready to shoulder all 
of *its obligations; and, par­ 
ticularly, was unwilling to po­ 
lice the Viet Nam war. 
‘‘In the case of Viet Nam, 
nothing would be more hearten­ 
ing and welcome than to have 
the International Community— 
acting through the United Na­ 
tions -- accept the responsi­ 
bility," said Goldberg. 
"But it would be unrealistic 
not to recognize that the mem­ 
bership of the United Nations 
is not yet prepared to accept 
this responsibility." 
The faculty for peace commit­ 
tee turned out to be anything 
but that. It was packed with 
students, demonstrators, cam­ 
pus 
hangers-on. They gave 
Goldberg one of the toughest 
grillings he has ever exper­ 
ienced, but he stood up well, 
answered their questions, and 
on the whole came out on top.

NEW CIVIL RIGHTS BATTLE 
The Justice Department gave 
a curtain raiser on President 
Johnson’s new civil rights bill 
to a closed-door session of 
civil rights leaders last week. 
Their reaction was sour. 
Members of the "Leadership 
Conference,’’ consisting of rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the NAACP, 
AFL-CIO, CORE, The Urban 
League, the National Council 
of Churches and others, met in 
the office of Ramsay Clark, 
deputy attorney general, where 
he read them the main provi­ 
sions of the proposed law. 
Chief opposition came to the 
proposed new system of select­ 
ing southern juries which in the 
past have acquitted white de­ 
fendants accused of murdering 
civil rights leaders to the point 
that the Justice Department has 
recognized the impracticability 
of getting a conviction in this 
type of case in the South. 
The new law proposed by the 
Justice Department would re ­ 
quire juries to be selected from 
registered voters. This brought 
an immediate objection from the 
civil rights leaders that it was 


identical with the Mississippi 
law passed in 1890 requiring 
that juries be picked from vot­ 
ers, after which Mississippi 
prevented Negroes from voting. 
Countering civil rights objec­ 
tions, Clark explained that he 
had considered the idea of se­ 
lecting jury panels from citi­ 
zens above the age of 21, but 
it was too expensive. 
"We had the Census Bureau 
come in here," Clark said, 
"and they told us it would cost 
too much. We wanted to get a 
list of everyone above 21 from 
which to pick the jurors, but 
it was too expensive." 
"How much would it cost?" 
someone asked. 
The deputy attorney gefierkl" 
wasn’t quite sure, but he r e - ' 
marked, “ We are spending $13 
billion in Viet Nam, and we have 
to hold down the budget." 


He further remarked that there 
was something important about 
having people serve on juries 
who had enough interest to get 
down and register to vote. 
William Higgs of the M issis­ 
sippi 
Freedom 
Democratic 
Party remarked that it was not 
easy for a cotton picker to leave 
a plantation, thereby risking his 
job, and go down to the court­ 
house to register with sheriffs 
like Lawrence Rainey of Phil­ 
adelphia, Miss., indicted in the 
murder of three civil rights 
workers, standing around. 
DRASTIC HOUSING CLAUSE 
Civil rights leaders also noted 
that there was nothing in the 
new legislation to provide for 
the removal of civil rights cases 
from state to federal courts; 
that the bill contained nothing to 
provide for the removal of law 
enforcement officers who had 
maimed or killed civil rights 
workers. 


Finally they objected to the fact 
that there was nothing in the 
bill to provide for an indem­ 
nification 
board to pay 
the 
widows and families of m ur­ 
dered victims. 
On the other hand, the bill con­ 
tained such strong housing pro­ 
visions for integration that civil 
rights leaders objected. They 
predicted that this would arouse 
opposition from the real estate 
lobby and jeopardize the entire 
civil rights bill 
"It seem s to me you’re lead­ 
ing us down the prim rose path," 
rem arked Mrs. Cenoria John­ 
son of the Urban League. "I 
have a serious reservation re ­ 
garding this provision." 
She 
argued that 
Congress 
would certainly defeat it. 
"Once Congress knocked out 
this 
provision," 
protested 
Higgs, " it would be a blank 
check to every state in the 
union to cite the action of Con­ 
gress for defeating state hous­ 
ing laws for desegregation.” 


Clark 
remarked 
that there 
might be some truth in their 
contention. When civil rights 
leaders asked him why, instead 
of passing a law, the P resi­ 
dent didn’t go ahead with an 
executive 
order 
to 
enforce 
housing 
integration 
in those 
types of housing where he had 
authority, Clark gave a flat no. 
"He does not Intend to do that,” 
said the deputy attorney gen­ 
eral. 
At the end of the session Mrs. 
Johnson

WHAT WE GIVE ON EASTER 
This old planet turns, sunlight creeps across 
its curved surface, and it is the dawn called 
Easter. 
On this day the sun rays bring to the Christian 
populace a moment of joy. T ransgressions, wars, 
holocausts, storms, hunger, poverty and the 
deep-ridden guilts of the mind which we call 
sins are overswept by the idea of an omnipotent 
love which manifested itself in the resurrection 
of the Son of God. 
Love is a word which strikes an embarrassing 
note in the world we know. We talk of commit­ 
ment, conviction, fairness, human rights—but 
seldom of love. 
Yet none of these philosophical words convey 
the depth of love, and love was the one revealing 
aspect of the resurrected life which was sacri­ 
ficed on Calvary. 
Difficult to understand? Perhaps it is impos­ 
sible. We are told quite frankly that the peace 
of God passeth all understanding. 
Few of us would deny that the world we know 
jmanages to convert every force from which 
good is possible into destructiveness or evil. 
If we call it self-interest we mean self-centered- 
jness, and that is the heartbeat of selfishness, 
and selfishness is the opposite pole of goodness. 
[That is to say, love is the most elusive state 
jof mind, and yet is the only avenue for rebirth. 
I Why do most of us fear death? Because we 
jhave only one life to lay down. And what have 
jwe done with that life? Has it left a mark? 
twill we be remembered? Have we lived, or 
jmerely existed? Have we been a part of the 
[corporate body of mankind, or transients who 
walked alone? 
• There is but one real gift that an individual 
:can make, and that is himself. If he forfeits 
ihimself, and escapes the centrifugal force of 
[self, he has done no less than the crucified 
CHRIST. He has said, in effect, goodby to him­ 
self. 
: In a generation which competes with atheistic 
•materialism, and worships a gross national 
product, a rising market, a high living standard 
*nd the comforts of leisure, it is common to 
[deplore the loss of individuality. Yet that is 
fwhat eternity or death is all about. 
Remembrance by fellow men, plaques on the 
wall, published obituaries measured to the inch, 
•cults of man-worshipers, the cry for a place 
[in the sun are all hollow goals. Easter pertains 
to the oneness with God, and materialism dies 
with the decaying atoms of the human flesh. 
Science and philosophy wither beside love. 
[ABRAHAM gave it in offering his son. God 
jgave it in offering His Son. We give it in offering 
[ourselves. Baptism, said the Apostle PAUL, 
[was like being buried with CHRIST. And “ Uke 
•as CHRIST was raised up from the dead by the 
jglory of the Father, even so we also should 
•walk in newness of life.” 
: As PAUL explained to the Romans, the clear 
•implication is that if we crucify the selfish­ 
n ess within ourselves “ we shall also live with 
jHim.” 
: “ Likewise reckon ye also yourselves to be 
'dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God through 
[JESUS CHRIST our Lord.” 
I Transgression or transfiguration?That was the 
[choice which PAUL saw in the crucifixion and 
[resurrection. “ To be or not to be,” said 
[Hamlet. When Easter is understood, death be­ 
com es but a mere symbol of given love—not 
•an end to being and a beginning of frightening 
^blankness.

Whith er bo th sid e s o f im po r ta n t 
is s u e s? 
: It is time for every American to face a problem 
he often encounters, but rarely does anything 
jkbout: the excessive influence in the news and 
Entertainment media of those who favor big 
government. 
• Americans want both sides of every issue 
presented, but all too often this is not done. 
• The lack of objectivity is found in the daily 
[fare of news and comment shot through with 
big government thinking with only an occasion­ 
al gleam of anything else. A way must be found 
jto give the freedom side of the news at least 
tis much space and time as that received by 
big government. 
• An editorial, an opinion column, a commen­ 
tary or broadcast expressing a clearly stated 
point of view—all are healthy and desirable. 
For that reason, Americans have no objection 
po any amount of open editorializing for big 
government, so long as the opposing view is 
presented. 
• Advocates of big government stress that his­ 
tory requires that we go along with them 
whether we like it or not. Most of the world, 
they point out, is committed to big govern­ 
ment in one form or another and “ modern 
conditions*' demand that we be so committed. 
Any other course is said to be a “ going 
back.** We are smugly assured we can’t. 
Here is where news reporting in our press 
and on the airwaves becomes so important; it 
can damage the cause of freedom. 


Biased presentations do not say what the result 
of big government will be. As government grows 
in power, the power of the citizen is diminished: 
This is shown in the tendency of big government 
to pass more and more laws. Each “ progres­ 
sive” law diminishes the freedom of the in­ 
dividual one way or another. Bigger government 
also requires larger sums of money, and as 
it grows, the taxpayer keeps less and less of 
earnings. Big government boils down to this: 
The citizen pays more and more for less and 
less. 
When we speak of the lack of objective re­ 
porting, many examples come to mind. 
In the late 1940*s, Americans read and heard 
that Red China’s Mao Tse-tung was the leader 
of democratic “ Agrarian reform ers.” This 
idea was peddled by the Institute of Pacific 
Relations which was cited by the Attorney 
General as a “ subversive** organization. Amer­ 
ican news media parroted the phrase and the 
American people took it as the truth. Of course, 
nothing could have been further from the truth. 
Fidel Castro was pictured as a “ George 
Washington** of Latin America by the news 
media of this country. Was this a lack of 
objectivity, or a lack of the energy necessary 
to ferret the truth? 
Medical care for the aged was given a big 
boost recently by a nationally televised “enter­ 
tainment** program which said such cure would 
only cost 25? a week. This was not only a 
biased presentation of view, it was inaccurate. 
The cost of such a program has been esti­ 
mated as 25? a week per person. Never in the 
history of government has such a large pro­ 
gram stayed within the bounds of its esti­ 
mated cost; inevitably, such programs become 
progressively more expensive, and rarely do 
such “progressive** measures confine them­ 
selves to their original boundaries. Was there 
one line about the other viewpoint? About how- 
socialized medicine in other countries has 
lowered the quality of medical care? About how­ 
die program would likely reach out to cover 
everyone? There was not. This is a flagrant 
example of a responsible media failing to serve 
the public interest. Only one side was pre­ 
sented, and no pretense of objectivity was in­ 
tended. Such is the voice of the statist, of the 
advocate of big government. 
Every American is aware of some aspect of 
Dig government today, because it has become 
die primary influence on our life and thought— 
iespite our foundations of freedoms. Ironically# 
many Americans are unaware of the freedom 
point of view, or they dism iss it without trying 
to understand it. 
We need more voices for freedom in national 
news reporting and analysis today. They need 
not slant stories as do those who promote 
big government in every possible way. It is 
enough to tell the truth: That people can solve 
the majority of their own problems without the 
help of a costly bureaucracy. This truth, told 
often enough, will liberate us from big govern­ 
ment. 
Are there practical steps toward more ob­ 
jective reporting? 
A top priority task for lovers of freedom is 
to persuade a much greater number of promis­ 
ing young advocates of freedom to enter jour­ 
nalism. In addition, objective newspapers, maga­ 
zines, news analysts, and reporters should be 
commended. 
Those trained only in the big government way 
of thinking know very well what they are 
looking for. They never fail to find “ evidence** 
that men cannot lake care of them selves and 
live successfully without big government. As 
long as the great delusion of big government 
persists, we will have new-s built around this 
theme. But those trained in the freedom philo­ 
sophy know just as well what they must reveal— 
the exciting and inspiring stories of those who 
succeed on their own. 
The grand issue of our time is 
whether 
freedom of the individual should survive or 
be assimilated by the totalitarianism of our 
big government, or communism. We cannot 
guide our destiny with a helm composed of 
half truths and fabrications. 
We must demand all the facts. If we do not, 
we fail as citizens. We could also fail as a 
nation dedicated to truth and freedom.

"In freight hauling, a 
great 
new system of super-railroads 
Is being shaped. . . Could 
a 
sim ilar revolution bewrought 
in the passenger 
field? Well, 
why not! Trains appear to be 
doing well as a prestige form 
of travel on long-haul 
scenic 
routes, 
on 
many overnight 
sle e p er runs and In high-speed , 
high - volume roach services.

WASHINGTON AP -- Can you 
use asparagus scissors? Eat 
an artichoke? Peel an orange 
with knife and fork? Do you 
realize "lad y " is a poor word 
choice? 
In Washington, you know, or 
you're out. 
Some have dubbed this a Jun­ 
gle of gentility and knowing the 
game called protocol Is vital to 
survival. 
A priestess of protocol Is Mrs. 
Gladstone Williams, a petite, 
dark-haired, 
English-born 
hostess listed In Who's Who 
and the Green Book, Washing­ 
ton's selective social list 
Concerned over the dilemma 
of unknowing newcomers, Mrs. 
W illiams started a "prestige 
course In social protocol" four 
years ago at Southeastern Uni­ 
versity, two Mocks west of tile 
White House. 
Several hundred diplomats and 
wives from 45 countries and 
50 states since have completed 
one of lier eight-week courses. 
The names are secret. Mrs. 
W illiams says, "We don't like 
to em barrass our students. 
"T here are rules for every 
phase of diplomatic life. Rules 
tell you how to eat, what to eat, 
how to leave calling cards, what 
to talk about, and how to visit 
the White House, 
"The protocol rules are 150 
years old. Some are archaic. 
But diplomats 
coming here 
from other countries expect to 
follow them, and do--with the 


White House setting the pace." 
Students in her classes, which 
meet four hours one night a 
week, learn such things as: 
How to entertain with a full 
staff, how to use calling cards, 
rem inder cards, table decor 
and settings, how to rank guests, 
serve wines, set up receiving 
lines, plan a wardrobe, fashion 
taboos, how to offer a toast, 
how to tip at the theater and 
"wrong words." 
These include words like lady 
--use woman; drapes -- use 
draperies; formal -- use eve­ 
ning gown; and tux--don't use It 
at all. 
Mrs. Williams generalizes: 
On peeling an orange with 
knife and fork: "If you'll notice, 
the Americans at the table bare­ 
ly tackle it." 
Oi attending a reception: * Put 
antiperspirant on your hands 
before the party." 
On fried chicken and steak: 
"N ever serve at a formal din­ 
n e r." 
If in doubt atxMit any protocol 
problem, 
Mrs. Williams says 
" a smile In your eyes can get 
you by, If you look worried, it 
looks as lf you don't know what 
you're doing. Act confident. 
"If you worry too much about 
whether to do a thing — lf you 
find yourself asking 'Should I?' 
--then don’t do It at all. 
"A general rule of thumb Is 
to do anything to make people 
feel at ease."

A direct military 
invasion of Cuba was ruled 
out. Another way had to be found 
to eliminate the threat. 
The answer was 
blockade. 
Cuba, an Island nation, was 
surrounded by our navy. Rus­ 
sian ships bringing military 
supplies to Castro risked no 
arm ed confrontation. There was 
no nuclear war. In the end, 
though not as much use was 
made of our advantage as many 
hoped, It Is claimed the m is­ 
siles were disassembled and 
are no longer aimed at our 
cities 
In the face of this recent and 
vivid experience, it Is simply 


absurd for people still to talk 
of simple naval blockade as an 
action likely to trigger nuclear 
world war. Far from that, the 
Cuban crisis and Its solution 
showed that blocade Is the eas­ 
iest and cheapest means for 
Isolating one from another and 
bringing the weaker to term s. 
Furtherm ore, It Is completely 
bloodless. 
Yet in spite of all this, there 
is vehement resistance in many 
quarters to the suggestion that 
we blockade North Viet Nam to 
help bring an end to the war 
there. The suggestion has been 
made by Former Chief of Naval 
Operations 
Admiral 
Arleigh 
Burke and many other outstand­ 
ing military leaders. Haiphong, 
near Hanoi, has become a port 
of entry for death to our own 
soldiers. It is Incredible that 
we should permit this, when that 
port could be closed without 
shedding a drop of blood. HLH

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — There was 
a lot of untold drama behind 
that recent confrontation be­ 
tween 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
Goldberg and an unruly au­ 
dience at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. Some people wondered 
how the U.S. ambassador to 
the 
United Nations, a very 
sedate and skilled lawyer, hap­ 
pened to get Involved In such 
an antl-adm lnistratlon atmo­ 
sphere. 
Here is the Inside story of 
what happened. 
Some weeks ago, President 
Clark K err of the University 
of California came to see Gold­ 
berg at the U.S. mission to the 
United Nations in New York, 
asked him to come oat to speak 
at the University’s Charter Day 
ceremony, March 24, and re ­ 
ceive an honorary degree. 
Goldberg consWers Kerr one 
of the outstanding educators of 
the nation, has always been 
grateful to him for serving on 
the advisory committee on la­ 
bor and 
management policy 
when Goldberg was Secretary 
of Labor. 
Kerr 
warned 
Ambassador 
Goldberg that all would not be 
wine and roses when he ap­ 
peared at the University; that 
the school had plenty of Viet 
Nam 
dissenters and shortly 
thereafter, the ambassador got 
a telephone call from his son 
In California, warning that the 
entire campus appeared to be 
conspiring against the elder 
Goldberg. "P m not telling you. 
what you should do, Dad," saw. 
Robert Goldberg, "but Pm Just 
warning you what you're going 
to get Into." 
Simultaneously, Goldberg re ­ 
ceived an Invitation from a 
"faculty committee for peace" 
at Berkeley, Inviting him to at­ 
tend a conference and answer 
questions. Goldberg has always 
been a strong believer In the 
right of dissent, had written 
several Supreme court opinions 
championing the right to dis­ 
agree. He accepted. 
On his arrival at Berkeley, 
the ambassador was greeted 
by an unruly crowd carrying 
signs reading, "Goldberg go 
hom e," "down with w ar," "ban 
w ars," "exit from Viet Nam." 
LEFT OF THE CHINESE 
It developed that a lot of the 
agitators were not students at 
the University but hangers-on 
around the campus, who con­ 
verged to make Goldberg's ap­ 
pearance as em barrassing as 
possible. Some of them, It was 
learned, were so far to the 
left that they consider the Rus­ 
sians "sta tic " and the Chinese 
somewhat to the right of cen­ 
ter. 
Before the ambassador 
re ­ 
ceived his honorary degree It 
was learned that a part of the 
audience planned to walk out 
the minute the degree was con­ 
ferred, as a protest. Some fac­ 
ulty members suggested, there­ 
fore, that the order of the pro­ 
gram be rearranged, so that 
Goldberg spoke first and re ­ 
ceived the degree last. 
"N o," saw Goldberg. 
"The 
program Is printed and we’re 
not going to bow to pressure." 
Some faculty members also 
suggested that the ambassador 
decline to speak before the 
"faculty committee for peace" 
unless the crowd was orderly 
when he received his honorary' 
degree. 
"N o," said Goldberg. " I made 
a commitment to speak and 
no m atter what happens I shall 
fulfill It." 
The program continued as per 
schedule. 
A small fraction of the 11.- 
000 In tile audience did walk

out, but Goldberg proceeded 
with his address, and on the 
whole was well received. 
He made the point that al­ 
though 
the Vietnamese dis­ 
pute should be the problem of 
the United Nations, the UN was 
not yet ready to shoulder all 
of -Its obligations; and, par­ 
ticularly, was unwilling to po­ 
lice the Viet Nam war. 
"In the case of Viet Nam, 
nothing would be more hearten­ 
ing and welcome than to have 
the International Com m unity- 
acting through the United Na­ 
tions — accept the responsi­ 
bility," saW Goldberg. 
"B ut It would be unrealistic 
not to recognize that the mem­ 
bership of the United Nations 
Is not yet prepared to accept 
this responsibility."

NEW CIVIL RIGHTS BATTLE 
The Justice Department gave 
a curtain raiser on President 
Johnson's new civil rights bill 
to a closed-door session of 
civil rights leaders last week. 
T heir reaction was sour. 
Members of the "Leadership 
Conference," consisting of rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the NAACP, 
A FL -CIO, CORE, The Urban 
League, the National Council 
of Churches and others, met in 
the office of Ramsay Clark, 
deputy attorney general, where 
he read them the main provi­ 
sions of the proposed law. 
Chief opposition came to the 
proposed new system of select­ 
ing southern juries which in the 
past have acquitted white de­ 
fendants accused of murdering 
civil rights leaders to the point 
that the Justice Department has 
recognized the impracticability 
of getting a conviction in this 
type of case In the South. 
The new law proposed by the 
Justice Department would re ­ 
quire juries to be selected from 
registered voters This brought 
an immediate objection from the 
civil rights leaders that It was 


Identical with the Mississippi 
law passed In 1890 requiring 
that juries be picked from vot­ 
e rs, after which M ississippi 
prevented Negroes from voting. 
Countering civil rights objec­ 
tions, Clark explained that he 
had considered the Idea of se ­ 
lecting jury panels from citi­ 
zens above the age of 21, but 
It was too expensive. 
"We had the Census Bureau 
come In here," Clark said, 
"and they told us it would cost 
too much. We wanted to get a 
list of everyone above 21 from 
which to pick the Jurors, but 
It was too expensive." 
"How much would It cost?" 
someone asked 
The deputy attorney g*tierkl_ 
wasn't qpilte sure, but he r e - ' 
marked, "We are spending $13 
billion In Viet Nam, and we have 
to hold down the budget." 


He further remarked that there 
was something Important about 
having people serve on juries 
who had enough Interest to get 
down and register to vote. 
William Biggs of the M issis­ 
sippi 
Freedom 
Democratic 
Farty remarked that It was not 
easy for a cotton picker to leave 
a plantation, thereby risking his 
job, and go down to the court­ 
house to register with sheriffs 
like Lawrence Rainey of Phil­ 
adelphia, Miss., Indicted In the 
m urder of three civil rights 
workers, standing around. 
DRASTIC HOUSING CLAUSE 
Civil rights leaders also noted 
that there was nothing In the 
new legislation to provide for 
the removal of civil rights cases 
from state to federal courts; 
that the bill contained nothing to 
provide for the removal of law 
enforcement officers who had 
maimed or killed civil rights 
workers. 


FInally they objected to the fact 
that there was nothing in the 
bill to provide for an indem­ 
nification 
board to pay 
the 
widows and families of m ur­ 
dered victims. 
On the other hand, the bill con­ 
tained such strong housing pro­ 
visions for Integration that civil 
rights leaders objected. They 
predicted that this would arouse 
opposition from the real estate 
lobby and jeopardize the entire 
civil rights bill 
"It seems to me you’re lead­ 
ing us down the primrose path," 
rem arked Mrs. Cenorla John­ 
son of the Urban League. " I 
have a serious reservation re ­ 
garding this provision."

"Once Congress knocked out

provision,"

Such things as more interest­ 
ing work,less cut-throat compe­ 
tition among fellow executives, 
freedom 
from

more to a key man than an offer 
of higher pay if he is thinking of 
changing Jobs. 
In 
an affluent society, with 
more big-salaried posts a round 
than men with ability or reputa­ 
tion to command them, a lot of 
companies 
are 
reporting 
trouble these days in recruiting 
top or middle -level officials. 
Today, executive recruiters 
say, a prospect may turn down 
a job offering $25,000 more a 
year lf he feels the other com­ 
pany would be less congenial to 
his tastes, the other industry 
less fitted to his talents, or ever 
another location less suited for 
his hobbles. 
The typical executive today is 
well-paid. He probably can fin­ 
nish most of the things his fam­ 
ily 
craves. 
Profit 
sharing, 
retirement and other benefits 
ease 
his 
present and future 
state. More money weighs less 
in his mind today than yester­ 
year when good Jobs were hard 
to find. 
One big company is having 
trouble getting new men be­ 
cause of its reputation for or­ 
ganizational zeal. "It's report- 
happy," one man said in turning 
down an offer, "and I'd rather 
be judged on performance than 
on my literary sk ill." 
Thorndike Deland Associates, 
executive 
recruiters, reports 
one key vice president recently 
turned down a $100,000«a-year 
post to stay on his present 
$75,000 jobs. His reason: he had 


doubts about the other firm 's 
image. 
Still another stuck to his $28,- 
OOO post rather than take $40,- 
000 from a larger company. His 
reason: his firm promoted him 
to executive vice president with 
no phy boost and he could be a 
general executive there rather 
than a production specialist with 
the larger one. 
One of the biggest companies 
in its field is having trouble 
getting men, the recruiters say, 
because of its reputation 
of 
being overloaded with "young 
tigers” fiercely competing with 
each other. One executive who 
declined an offer said, "Why 
should I get into that rat race 
when I can make almost 
as 
much here and not get 
an 
ulcer?"

When I Was A Boy

Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes.

B.F. "Pappy" Blanton 


Feb. 13, 1920 
When I was a boy hired hands, 
all kinds of mechanics, worked 
from early morning until nine 
o'clock at night, and had never 
heard of the word "strik e." 
When a teacher was engaged 
to teach a school he 
never 
thought of quitting until he had 
taught out his term. How is it 
now? If you employ a union 
mechanic you do not know how 
long it will be until he strikes 
for more pay, if he filii s to get 
it he quits you cold. It has be­ 
come 
the 
same with 
many 
school teachers, many of them 
having quit their schools in the 
middle of the term in order 
to force you to raise their pay. 


In St. Louis some of the teach­ 
ers quit who were getting $2,- 
150 a year.What do you think 
of that? Teachers may not be 
getting as much pay as a hod 
carrier, neither do they put in 
more than half as many hours 
and only five days a week. Neith­ 
er would they do the hod car­ 
rier's work for three times 
his 
wages. Yes times 
have 
changed and so have people 
since I was a boy. 
When I was a boy people were 
more religious than people are 
now, at least it looks that way 
to me. Many families had pray­ 
ers in their homes every night 
before retiring, and all mem­ 
bers of the family were ex­ 


pected to oe present ana Kneel 
while the head of the family in­ 
voked Divine Blessings and pro­ 
tection 
for 
his loved ones. 
Preachers 
in 
those 
days 
preached Christ and Him cruci­ 
fied at every meeting when they 
were 
not 
scoring the other 
denominations and they usually 
talked for an hour and a half, 
and often for more than two 
solid hours. Now a sermon 
lasting more than thirty min­ 
utes bores the congregation and 
they become restless. And our 
modern preacher talks about al­ 
most everything under the sun 
except the old-fashioned gospel, 
but they are so much the blame 
for doing so, as that appears to 
suit the average congregation 
better than anything 
else he 
could talk about. 
When I was a boy preachers 
and teachers 
received mighty 
little compensation tor their 
work, almost nothing compared 
to what they receive now, when 
salaries of both preachers and 
teachers have been raised to a 
living wage. Qfall the ministers 
in the land I think the Methodist 
and Catholic country ministers 


you consider the hard work and 
sacrifices they make to look aft- 
• er the spiritual welfare of their 
people. Yet they seem devoted 
to their work and hope tor a bet­ 
ter reward in the next world, for 
they 
certainly are 
not re­ 
ceiving much reward for their 
work in this vale of tears. But 
all ministers now have better 
pay and fewer hardships than 
they did when I was a boy. And 
yet there is room for improve­ 
ment all along the line. 
When I was a boy I had never 
seen or heard of an olive or ban­ 
ana, neither do I remember ever 
having made the acquaintance of 
an orange, and the popular grape 
fruit, that is popular with those 
who have cultivated taste, had 
never been heard of in central 
Missouri. But we never lacked 
for an abundance of apples, 
peaches, pears, plums, persim­ 
mons, pawpaws and many kinds 
of nuts. So if we did not have 
tropical fruit and had missed 
the pleasure of trying to culti­ 
vate a taste for olives and grape­ 
fruit, we were not sensible of 
having missed anything, for we 


goes to make life worth living. 
And now, after having 
been 
“•telling about eight months how 
things we-e when I was a boy, I 
am going to drop the subject for 
the fact Is I have about run out 
of anything more to write. But 
say, the very best tilings that 
would cause hundreds to laugh, 
are not fit for publication. Too 
bad isn't it? And now as I am 
closing I want to thank the men 
and women of Monroe County for 
the interest and appreciation 
they 
have shown in these arti­ 
cles. And to the newspaper men 
all over Missouri who have 
copied my reminiscences I want 
to return 
my thanks for the 
compliment they paid me 
in 
copying my writings. But now, 
bidding all adieu for the present, 
I w ill step down and get ready 
for the "flu " as I feel very much 
like I am due for it.

Even If Ky does survive for 
the rest of the war, and if the 
UJ5. forces end it by crushing 
the Viet Cong or forcing them to 
ask for peace, this is not the end 
of the story. 
What happens after the war, 
whether it's Ky's government or 
some civilian government in 
control? 
The South Vietnamese, most 
of them, have shown so much 
indifference to government, and 
the hard-core agitators have 
shown such distaste for one gov­ 
ernment after another, it's hard 
to see how any government can 
last long. 
What, then, does the United 
States do? Keep forces in South 
„ Viet Nam after the war to be. 
sure it doesn't collapse into an­ 
archy, making it easy pickings 
for the Communists? 
Almost certainly it will have 
to keep some forces there and 
help the South Vietnamese eco­ 
nomically and in other ways. 
But by then, if they feel the 
Americans are no longer neces­ 
sary to fight the Viet Cong, the 
South Vietnamese, judging from 
some of the present Anti-A m erl- 
can mood, may want the Ameri­ 
cans out. 
These people — held in bond­

WASHINGTON 
(A P ) — Tile 
gruesome thing about the dem­ 
onstrators efforts in South Viet 
Nam to overthrow their govern­ 
ment in the midst of war is not 
only what happens now but 
What may lie ahead. 
The Associated Press report­ 
ed that iii the demonstrations 
around the country against the 
military 
government 
of 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky much 
less than I per cent of the popu­ 
lation 
has been directly in­ 
volved. 
Most of the other South Viet­ 
namese are indifferent to poli­ 
tics and just want to stay alive. 
But a hard core of experienced 
politicians 
and 
religious 
figures, Buddhists, are behind 
the agitation. 
In short, most of the Vietnam­ 
ese have little knowledge or ex­ 
perience In democratic govern­ 
ment. And the agitators don't 
seem to understand what stabile 
ity of government in the midst 
of war means. 
They overturned the civilian 
rule of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, a dictator. Military offi­ 
cers who seized power later 
were thrown out. Now the agita­ 
tors are after Ky. They want a 
civilian government. 


But it could hardly be a 
truly 
representative govern­ 
ment since most of the country­ 
side is in the hands of the Viet 
Cong. And President Johnson 
had shown confidence in Ky by 
meeting with him in Honolulu 
earlier this year. 
In the midst of it all there is 
a growing undertone of anti- 
Americanism in a land which 
Americans are dying to defend. 
If enough chaos develops, it is 
not inconceivable that Ameri­ 
cans would be asked to leave. 
This not only would be one of 
the most shattering embarrass­ 
ments in American history but 
badly damage its influence in 
Asia and elsewhere. And worse 
than that would surely follow. 
Chaos and political conflict, 
particularly civil war among 
the South Vietnamese, would 
almost certainly wind up in a 
Communist takeover since even 
an organized South Vietnamese 
government, without American 
help, could not last. 
Ky shows signs of getting 
tough with his enemies. It would 
seem to be In the Interest of the 
United States to back him up. 
And Sunday night Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk optimistically 
said Ky*s downfall doesn't seem 
likely. 


Even if Ky does survive for 
the rest of the war, and if the 
U#5. forces end it by crushing 
the Viet Cong or forcing them to 
ask for peace, this is not the end 
of the story. 
What happens after the war, 
whether it's Ky*s government or 
some civilian government in 
control? 
The South Vietnamese, most 
of them, have shown so much , 
indifference to government, and 
the hard-core agitators have 
shown such distaste for one gov­ 
ernment after another, it's hard 
to see how any government can 
last long. 
What, then, does the United 
States do? Keep forces in South 
,Viet Nam after the war to be. 
sure it doesn't collapse into an­ 
archy, making it easy pickings 
for the Communists? 
Almost certainly it will have 
to keep some forces there and 
help the South Vietnamese eco­ 
nomically and in other ways. 
But by then, if they feel the 
Americans are no longer neces­ 
sary to fight the Viet Cong, the 
South Vietnamese, judging from 
some of the present Anti-Ameri­ 
can mood, may want the Ameri­ 
cans (nit. 
These people — held in bond­ 
age or subservience by the 
Chinese and French through 
most of their history — have 
had almost no preparation tor 


running themselves on an even 
keel. 
As of now, trying to look into 
the future, it seems anything 
could happen in South Viet 
Nam, during or after the war- 
It's not a pleasant thought. But 
it's one that can't be ignored.

WASHINGTON — Jam es V er­ 
non Taylor, a former mental 
hospital 
inmate 
with a 
long 
record of violence now charged 
with the brutal mutilation sla y ­ 
ing of his wife and three chil­ 
dren, 
has been added to the 
FBI’s list of “ Ten Most Wanted 
F ueitives.*' 
On the night of Jan. 22 or 23, 
'T ,\lo r allegedly brutally beat 
ud stabbed to death his 23- 
,.-o ld wife and also mur- 
c-red his 18-month-old son and 
two daughters, aged five and 
three. 
The wife was stabbed 
numerous 
tim es, 
beaten v i­ 
ciously about the head and her 
throat was slashed. The v ic­ 
tim s were 
discovered o n the 
morning of January 24, 1986, 
in their Baltimore, Maryland, 
apartment. 
Taylor was charged in B alti­ 
m ore 
with murder and when 
investigation indicated he had 
fled 
interstate,FBI assistance 
to locate him was 
requested. 
A 
Federal 
warrant charging 
him 
with unlawful 
interstate 
flight to avoid prosecution for 
murder was issued at B alti­ 
m ore on January 26, 1966. 
Taylor, 
who has a 25-year 
crim inal record highlighted by 
crim es of violence, has been 
convicted for assault and rob­ 
bery, burglary, larceny, rob­ 
bery, 
disorderly conduct and 
discharging firearm s. He has 
been confined to mental hos­ 
pitals 
on 
several 
occasions. 
He served in the Army be­ 
tween 
1941 and 1946, being 
court-m artialed on several o c ­ 
casion s, 
once for reportedly 
refusing to draw arm s for com ­ 
bat duty. 
Taylor is a Negro American 
who 
was born at Baltimore, 
Maryland, 
on 
November 10, 
1922. He is 5'10“ tall, weighs 
163 pounds, has brown eves, 
black hair, a medium build and 
a light complexion. He has a 
sc a r on his left elbow, scars 
on both legs, a scar on his left 
knee and an appendectomy scar.

Taylor has worked as a baker's 
help er, bellhop, bus boy, dish­

doorman, 
gardener, 
hospital orderly, laborer and 
truck loader. He has been m ar­ 
ried three tim es, his first two 
m arriages ending in divorce. 
He reportedly enjoys watching 
w estern s 
on 
television, 
has 
im itated cowboys, is an expert 
p isto l shot, likes to read, drinks 
b eer, reads palms and horo­ 
sco p e s, has used disguises and 
has allegedly dressed as a wom­ 
an. 
In view of the vicious nature 
of the crim es for which he is 
being sought, Taylor should be 
considered armed and extrem e­ 
ly dangerous.

It was one of the hottest days 
we'd had.

seem ed all the more oppressive 
because of the wind. Normally 
a steady flow from the South­ 
east, it had swung around artd 
came from the North, then al­ 
most died.

feinted at the American se c ­ 
tor, then struck full'force at the

Viet 
Nam ese 
Armour 
Unit, separated slightly from 
the rest of the compound, and 
consisting 
of only 
200 men. 
Our 
artillery 
fired barrage 
after barrage of killing, higl 
explosives, 
and our mac hint 
gunners kept 
up 
a 
constant 
stream of tracers spraying into 
the V. C. They were returning 
the fire, and the Heavens were 
criss crossed with fiery trails 
of death. 
A Viet Nam ese tank stopped 
in the 
road 
and swung it’s 
gun around to fire point-blank 
into a charging group of V. C. 
The tube belched smoke, and 
the exploding shell 
sent the 
V. C. scattering. The tank stood 
still too long, and a recoilless 
rifle shell 
tore 
into 
it just 
under the turret. The explosion 
ripped the turret off, and caused 
the bottom to drop out of the 
tank. It looked like a can with 
a 
firecracker set off inside. 
A relief column of American 
armour arrived on the scene, 
and the Viet Cong force melted 
back into the trees. The firing 
continued throughout the rest 
of the night, but the V. C. had 
gone back on the defensive. 
The next morning, we made 
a perim eter check. There were 
seventy eight dead V. C. along­ 
side the road and in the fields. 
They were not the first dead 
men I had ever seen, but they 
were

first combat cas­ 
ualties. I noticed immediately 
that there w ere no clean wounds 
such as those 
suggested in 
movie war deaths. In fact, they 
all 
seem ed to have multiple 
injuries,

of which could 
have caused their death. 
They weren't dressed in uni­ 
form s of any type; Not even the 
black pajamas you read about. 
They were all wearing ammuni­

It was one of the hottest days 
we*d had.
